The streets and sidewalks I 
were clean. 
I looked for evidences 
of expectorations and did not see 
any. 
No paper flying about. 
No 
paper in the gutters. 
Harrisburg 
and other towns around would do 
well to copy after Dayton.

City in the United States.” said 
signs on waste cans on the streets. I 
The show windows of the stores 
were clean. The fronts of the build 
ings looked well kept. 
People we 
watched walking down the street 
•ll looked like they were going 
somewhere. 
It is a city where you can see 
has been developed a fine attitude 
by its citizenry. 
We drove for miles through built­ 
up sections where before World 
War II was nothing but open field. 
A cab driver said that one long 
industrial section was the site of 
•n air base in World War II. 
“Now there are fifty industries 
on it,” a cab driver said, pointing 
to plant after plant. 
Largest employer in Dayton is 
National Cash Register, I was told. 
Dayton Rubber is next.

DAYTON 
PEOPLE are a 
lot 
like people here and there and all 
over. One example was this: There 
were two movie theatres just a few 
yards from the hotel in which we 
stayed. One was showing Elizabeth 
Taylor in “ Raintree County,” a pic­ 
ture which is getting the plaudits 
of the critics. 
Right across the 
•treet was a movie house showing 
“Old Y titer.” 
The first theatre 
was doin* a good business but there 
was a line three-fourths of a block 
long, double file, waiting to get in 
to see the second picture.

The men who went to Dayton to 
make the pitch for Saline county 
deserve more praise than we have 
room for in this paper.

Monroncy, a member of the Sen 
ate Post Office Committee, is a 
leader in the fight to hold any 
postal raise to a four-eent stamp 
for both local and out-of-town first 
class

Eisenhower said today it will take 
some time to stop the business re 
cession but he advised the nation 
to abide in his confidence that 
there will he an upturn by mid 
year. 
The President said the develop 
ment of an upturn naturally wmuld i 
be a slow. gradual process 
He 
remained confident that basic im 
provement in business and employ­ 
ment conditions would he evident 
by the middle of the year 
In a news conference the Presi­ 
dent 
made 
these 
other 
major 
points: 
He .strongly defended Agricul­ 
ture Secretary Ezra T Benson and 
said he had no intention of asking 
Benson to resign. 
He said it is 
his business alone 
not congress 
men’s 
who is in his Cabinet. 
He denied a story published 
in Time magazine today that the 
cumulative effect of his illnesses 
since 1955 had forced him to re 
duce his workload by as much as 
25 per cent. 
The President chuck­ 
led and said he had never heard 
of such a thing.

declined 
to 
express 
an 
opinion on whether 
Richard A., 
Mack of the Federal Communica 
lions Commission should resign.: 
The President said that as long 
as the attorney general was in the 
process of investigating the con­ 
troversy involving Mack, he him­ 
self had no judgment to pass at 
the present time. 
- lie said he still believed in the 
basic merits of the natural gas bill 
that he recommended last year, hut 
that he hoped there would be no 
repetition of the recent fund-rais 
ing incident involving J IL Porter, 
Republican national committeeman 
from Texas. 
The proposed bill 
would ease federal regulation of 
natural gas prices. 
In discussing the sagging econ 
om.v and possible methods of pep 
ping it up, the President said a re­ 
duction in taxes was still a possi­ 
bility in event of a deepening of 
the economic decline, hut he said 
he did not want to consider a tax 
cut unless if proved absolutely nee 
assary to bring about ay upturn. 
He said it is desirable to get as 
much money as possible into the 
federal purse because of the in­ 
creased federal spending expected 
this year.

* WASHINGTON (I P)—The House 
Public Works Committee tentative­ 
ly approved legislation Tuesday au­ 
thorizing $2,035,000,000 for the bas­ 
ic federal highway program for fis­ 
cal years 1960 and 1961. 
The bill includes $1,825,000,000 
in federal aid for primary and sec­ 
ondary roads and urban extension. 
These funds are matched equally 
by the states. 
Also included is 205 million dol­ 
lars for forest roads and trails, 
national park roads, federal park­ 
ways and roads on Indian and pub­ 
lic lands. 
The bill does not contain money 
for 
the 
multi - billion 
interstate 
highway system, financed separate­ 
ly from a trust fund. 
A final vote on the bill was post­ 
poned until March 6 because of 
the illness of Rep. J. Harry Mc­ 
Gregor (R-Ohio). 
McGregor is ex­ 
pected to be present on that date.

Opal Diet* at Shawneetown 
so they will have all information 
available when Mr Shedd arrives 
The letter to Mr Scherrer, dat 
ed Feb 21, said: 
“ Thank you for your letter of 
Feb. 15 concerning the resolution 
passed by the Shawnee Hills Rec 
reation Association requesting the 
co-operation of the National Park 
Service in historical preservation 
and recreational development 
in 
Shawneetown 
arid vicinity, 
Mr. 
Ray Mittendorf of Metropolis, III , 
(present SURA president) also has 
requested advisory help en behalf 
of the association and we are for­ 
warding to him a copy of this let 
ter. 
“ We will be pleased to provide 
the requested advisory assistance 
to the fullest extent permitted by 
available funds and personnel, Mr 
Charles E Shedd Jr., staff histor­ 
ian assigned to this office, plans 
to visit a number of midwestern 
historical sites this spring and he 
would be happy to go to Shawnee 
town at that time and discuss the 
proposed development with you and 
other 
interested 
individuals 
or 
groups. 
“ If this is agreeable to you. we 
will notify you later as to the time 
Mr. Shedd expects to be in your 
vicinity in order that a meeting 
may be arranged 
In the mean 
time we will contact persons nam 
ed in your letter who can provide 
the necessary historical data on 
Shawneetown.

shrugged off as high pressure sales­ 
manship President Eisenhower’s gi 
ant bipartisan rally in support of 
foreign aid 


They said it won t change a sin 
gle vote in Congress. 
Foreign aid supporters were giv 
en another jolt by the State Depart 
merit’s disclosure Tuesday night 
that France used U. S made Cor­ 
sair fighter planes provided under 
the Mutual Security Program in the 
bombing raid on a Tunisian village 
Feb. 8 
Informed sources said the Unit 
cd States government has warned 
France against the use of any fur­ 
ther weapons provided under the 
program on Tunisian targets. 
S e n a t e 
Assistant Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield said the 
administrations call for spending 
nearly four billion dollars on eco­ 


nomic and military assistance la 
“entirely too much.” 
“ It can he cut substantially—at 
least 25 per cent,” the Montana 
Democrat said. 
Other key Democrats said blunt­ 
ly Eisenhower was ignoring politi­ 
cal realities posed in asking Con­ 
gress to commit the United State* 
to vast expenditures abroad white 
the domestic economy is sagging 
and individual industries are being 
hurt by foreign trade and tariff 
policies, 
The President climaxed a day­ 
long talkathon Tuesday on selling 
his foreign aid plan to Americana 
by denouncing its opponents as “oa- 
trich like ” 
He snide the Mutual 
Security Program w as just as “urg­ 
ent 
as mobilizing the ballistic mia* 
Niles effort to keep peace in the 
world and resist Communist ag­ 
gression. .

Net Income Up, 
Mostly by Decrease 
In Farm Population 


WASHINGTON IP The Agra til 
turf Department today estimated 
j»er capita income of farmers in 
1957 was a record $993, up IO per 
cent from the $902 calculated for 
1956 


Thi* sharp per capita increase 
was accounted for almost wholly 
by a decrease in farm population 
Preliminary estimates in the de 
partm ent’s publication, “ The De 
mand and Price Situation,” show 
farm ers’ net realized income fint 
1957 totaled $11,500,000,000, down 
4 per cent from 
1956 net farm 
income. 
A substantial increase in 
inventories of commodities held on 
farms at the end of the year rais 
cd farm ers’ total net income for 
1957 IO $12,IOO,(HK),OOO. 
The department said the decline 
in realized net income—cash mon­ 
ey left after production expenses 
are paid — “ was more than had 
been anticipated previously ” 
The record per capita income 
was figured bv dividing the farm 
population of 20.396,000 down from 
22,257.000 in 1956, into a total farm 
income, derived from both farm 
and non-farm sources, of $20.(KH), 
000.000 
Thw total income included SU, 
500,000,(KH) realized net income 600 
million dollars in inventory chang 
es, $1,800,OOO.(HH) paid in wages to 
hired hands on farms, and $6,300, 
000,000 received by farm people 
from non farm source*. 
The realized net income includ­ 
ed about one billion dollars in di­ 
rect payments from the govern 
ment. 
These payments were for 
participation in the soil bank, wool, 
agricultural conservation, and sug 
ar programs. 


The per capital income of farm ­ 
ers from farm sources only wa* 
$648, compared with $6oi in 1956. 
The per capital income from non­ 
farm sources — mostly from off- 
farm jobs 
was $$09 in 1957. 
In 
1956, it was $301. 


The department 
also released 
the number of farms by states in 
1957 It showed the long-time down­ 
ward trend in number of farms 
continued 
the estimated 4.855,800 
farms ui operation last year repre­ 
sented a 2 3 per cent decrease 
from 1956 
The departm ent also 
estimated there will be about 4,- 
750.000 farms operated in 1958.

Without that early groundwork, 
a candidate could awake a year 
hence and find Ural the nomination 
parade already

though the decision still would be 
a year off. 
Barring a remarkable 
recovery, his only hopes then would 
be a genuine draft, a rare event, 
or a bolt from the blue as a com 
promise choice 
But this would be 
a pretty chancy approach for a
